It  will  be  found  of  great  value  in  facili- 
tating advance  study  and  general  reading  upon  China 
and  Chinese  missions,  particularly  in  connection  with  the 
class  study  of  missions  in  that  country.  Titles  are 
arranged  alphabetically  under  several  general  headings, 
and  the  author’s  name,  the  periodical  with  its  volume  and 
page,  and,  in  the  case  of  volumes  from  1902  to  1907,  the 
month  or  week  of  issue,  are  given.  Thus  the  reference 
“ Reality  and  Romance  about  the  Chinese,”  under  Ch,\r- 
ACTER  OF  THE  PEOPLE,  means  that  the  author  is  W.  A.  P. 
Martin,  the  magazine  where  the  article  may  be  found  is  the 
l\Iissionary  Review  of  the  World,  volume  18,  page  104,  and 
that  the  date  of  issue  was  February,  1905.
